KURf SCHHS.IDER airrived late at the meeting and he 
carried a butidle of mail which was directed to the 'German 
American*'' Ataong this laall was a circulating letter with 
th^ letceirhead of the Cooirajolst Party and xismrked "For Iw^sm^- 
late Release..'" This circulating letter was bm annouBcassetit 
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that W1U*1M Z. FOSTH. had be^n invited to Csecfioslovakia 
to take a cura for his aiJjaent and also for recreation 
purposes. The Conraunist Farty letter further set out 
Foster's legal fight to travel abroad. Also in the 
mail directed to the '■Gerraan A;«e.ricao'^ %aas a picture 
post card from EDDIE EltSllCB ifhich wm postmarked 
in Halie/Saale, East Qermaay. 

The purpose of the Arrangements Cotimiittse 
meetiUi^ was to plan and organize an affair to be spoBsorei 
by the't^eraaB toerican''" on Saturday, October 17, 1959, 
at the Bolonia Club, 

KURT SCH^tDM m6 KMh Smhtimm engaged 
in a discussion on how to title the affair In the 

a<lverti8^HieBta and the itsvitations- SCHMEX0ER stated 
'''We can not mention the celebratioii of the tentfi attn,i^?ersd|f^ 
of the GermaB Democratic Eepufollc for if w© do^^ we taay 
get into trouble."^ REGIHA BOELICKI stated that in^much 
as the celebration will include photographs and recordingi 
of Q^xmatif that it could be 'called ■ 'German Cultural 
Evening." BDELICKI ccmimeBted that the jICPFB recently 
had planned a ''Cultural Evening" but later had changed 
the naiie of their celebration to "Gala Concert'' and 
therefore j.t would be feasible for the ■'■German Asnerican 
to utilise the title of ■'Cultural Evening forttife celebration 
an October 17, 1959, 

SCHHSIDEE agreed that BDELICKI ^s suggestion 
stating 'rhe the October 17^ 1959^ ■me^^tiBg shouB very well 
be called a '^'Cultural Evsning^^ a& the photographs in the 
exhibit at the meeting would show the economic and cultural

He also asked EOELICICX if she would donate a painting

The October 17, 1959^ affailr was originally 
planried to start at 2:00 p.m. but ELS A JMSEH stated 
that this was early and that atiyoB© Ao came at tais 
no'ur would Dot stay for the entire e'^enttig. It was 
therefore agreed that the celebratioti would start at 5:§f 

SCHNEIBS'R showed BOELICKI the embXan featuring 
the flag of the German 0asocratic Republic and asked 
her to place it on a cardboard so it could ba used to 
decorate the Polonia Club on October 17, 195S, BOEUCi^i: 
promised to bring cardboard atid SCMEIDER also Suggested 
that the colors of blaqk^ red mid gold (colors of the 
errsblera of the German Deraoaratic Rep'Ublic) be used to 
decorate the ball- BOELICICX practised, to buy crepe 
paper in these colors., SCHELLIHGEE voluoteered to buy 
the paper. 

ELSA JAMSEK Stated that Bhe had telephoned GEM 
YOUNG and asked nim if he would perform at the October 
17, 1959, affair, JMSEN stated that YOUMG indicated he. 
did not kti,ow i.f he would be free on the eveniiig of the 
celebration J bat that EISA should call him again o^n Satsri^^* 

Before the ■•'German toencmi-' it^eetin^ started, 
EISA JANSEH, SOPHIE SCHILil^, REGXKA BOEilCKI, md a 
Polish womm nmmd VICTORIA KAFP,ICE {phonetic) had tea in 
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the kitchen of the Folonla Club, EENHY mSKIEUICS, t^ho 
IS an emplo^se of the FoloBia Clnh^ c^oe over to their 
table and Started co flirt with REGIMA, BEHHY was lo a 
slightly intoxicated condltlors. He told EEGIHA that he 
had a box ftill of cwrrency that he desired to 
contribute to ^"The Marker'' Ftind Drive and he handed 
her a collecMon hox which was later deteroxU:;ed to 
contain $18..i#o* 

BEHM then showedWOWh a torn page from the 
'^Bostott ifeierican^^^ edition of March 22 ^ IS SB, page 5. 
Tiiis page pictured BENM and also one i^5MI®0 PEMBA, 
who was described in the article as the undercover agent 
of the FBI, I'EMY aade reference to fBHHA as a "stooge".

BULA FiaUEIBBO, 
JOY GMRK, MAUD D*HAZE (Since Deceased}, Htb.. MHJOHIE PHOCl^H 
(Since Deceased)^ OI^IS HOOD, BLI2ABETH FLWU and Am BUHMK, 
and KAHY PIGUEIHDO * 

After naming these peraoraas people with whom he attended CF 
meetings, TREMBLAY aald that his reoollee/Gion was exhausted* 

TREiBLiY was re-interviewed on 1/7/59 and h© was again asked to 
name persons whoni he knew aa members of the CP^ and he mentioned 
the same ones that he mentioned on the previous interview. It 
was then, pointed, out to TBMBLkY that at the HCM Hearing In 
Boston m llarch, 1958,, AHMMIX) PEMM named publicly a nusber of 
persons whoffl he knen to he member's of the CP* These names 
appeared in tha New Bedford Standai^a l^lmes^ a dally newspaper^

JAMIS HEX and ABfAMDO FBIHA, and JOHN COHDEIEO. 

Concerning the CF membership of these individuals whom TRBIBMY 
nmned^ he said he could not be specific as to v^hen they wei^e 
membera of the OP^ nor could he give dates as to when they 
attended CP !iieetln|,'js. All he could saj was that he had attended 
CP itieetings with theiiu O^HEMBLAY said that he did not wish to 
testify against any person whom he named^ nor did he desire to 
give a signed statement conce,rnir^ any person w,hom he nained^ and 
he gav^e as a reason that he did not want to "hurt" himself. 

It is noted that tRMBMY is 51 years of age, a bachelor, who 
works as a meisscnger and bus boy at a restaurant in Hew Bedford,, 
TREMBIJAY can read and write very little, and was in special 
classes in grade school from the second grade until he was I6 
jears- of aga when he left school.
